An Official Whe Thinks Affairs Will Be
Adjusted Amicably.

MARKET AFFECTED BY STRIKE RUMORS

After the Mahoning and Shenango Valler
macuiscturers had tried in vain to get the
Conterence Committee of the Amalgamated
Association to meet them in Wheeling
and subsequently in Cleveland, they finally
consenied to smcoept the ultimatum of the
Amulgamated Association snd visit this
sity.

The Wage Commitiee of the Association
at first desired the Youngstown manufactur-
ers to mee; the Conference Committee on
the same day, and at the same time the
Pitteburg manufacturers were to present
their pew scale, but this could not be
brought abont, the Youngstown manu-
facturers giving as an exouse that they did
not care to affiliste in any way with the
iocal iron and steel manufacturers for ob-
vious repsons, and these reasons when ex-
plsined were auything but complimentary.
VWhen the Amalpamated Association eould
pot prevail upon the Youngstown men to
meet in joint session with their Pittsburg
brethren, they offered to go to Cleveland,
but stipulated that their expenses in mak-
ing the trip muost be paid.  This, however,
the manufpeturers in Ohio would not listen
14, o the only slternative remaining for the
wanufacturers was to come here,

They arrived here vesterday and immedi-
ntely repaired to the Ferguson block, where
ther held sn executive session with the
Conferenee Committee of the Amalgamated
Association. The meeting lasted from 1:30
o'elock in the afternoon to 4:30 o'clock. The
seme seale that was given to the Pittsburg
manuiacturers on Wednesday by the Amal-
camated Conference Committee was handed
to the Mahoning and Shenango Valley man-
ufacturers.

A Cross-Fire of Scalea,

This met with a rebuttsl, and the manu-
faciurers in turn handed their scale to the
Conferen ce Committee, which ealled for re-
duetlons in the present secale ranging from
10 per cent npward.  Puddlers” wages, like
in the Pitwwburg manufacturers’ scale, are
placed at 54 56, bot in several instances the
Youugstown men have been more liberal

in their cuts than the local men. About
430 o'cloek the session adjonrned and the
Conference Committee of the Amalgamated
Assogiation at once repaired to their tem-

porary headquarters at Forbes Street Tur-
per Iiail 10 make a report to the delegates
congregated there,

When the delezates were informed that
the Youngstown men were more liberal in
their scale than the Pittsburg manufactur-
ers much suprise was exhibited and a spirit
of resentment was aroused. Ther are
unaniwous in their desunciation of the
sculex of both manufacturers and openly as-
sert that they will never aceept erther.

At the morning session of the delegates
in the Porbwes Street Turner Hall, the scale
of the Pittaburg manofacturers way eon-
sidered and reports from the several Viee
Presidents were heard. These papers von-

“There are good reasons for this belief
The manuiscturers never did aceept our
seale without making a demand for redue-
tious, but they have always come ground.in
the end ou a fair compromise, I don't
think we bave any reason for serious alarm
this vear. In this Presidental year, when
indications are for a bard fight io re-elect
Hurrison, it wonld not be good poliey for
the manulactarers to insist on their seale.
The eard raze of iron is 2 cents to-dny, just
ue it was & vear pgo, when they to
ihe old seule, but the scale proposed by the
mannfacturers means a eut in  the
basis for making iron which the selling
mute does not jostify.

RUTAN'S SUIT DISMISSED.

Charges Against Ex-State Treasurer Boyer
Are Dropped—The Ex-Senator Delirlous
and Not Expected to Recover—Worn
Out and Broken Down,

Ex-Senator Rutan's charge against ex-
State Treasurer Boyer oame up for & hear-
ing yesterday morning before Alderman
Maner in Harrisburg. Telegrams from
there declare the case was discontinued
Ex-Sepator Herr, Rutan's counsel, an-
pounced that Mr. Ruten was too ill to be
present. He produced s certificate from
Dr. Gitliford, of Allegheny, Rutan's family
phrsician, snnouncing that the ex.3enator
was in a eritical condition. In consequence
of this Mr. Herr did not ask for a continu-
aoce of the case,

Lyman D. Gilbert, counsel for Mr.
Boyer, was there with his client and de-
manded to know why the other witnessea
had not been summoned. Mr. Herr ex-
plained that on sccconot of Rutan's ill-
ness the witneases were not troabled. The
case was therefore discontinued, Ex-Treas-
vrer Boyer said bhe would still remain a
citizen of this State and if the charges nare
made hereafter he will be prepared to mest
them. It is believed the charge will not be
re-snte

Last pight an sttempt was made to see
ex-Senator Rutan at his home on Sheffield
street, Allegheny. His condition was such
that no aneiul members of the family sod
his physiciau were allowed to see him.
Yesterday atiernoon his brother was sent
for hurriedly and it was expected the ex-
Senator was dving, but later he rallied.

When Dr. Gilliford was seen last night
he said Mr. Rutan was in & very serious
condition and that his life hangs in the bal-
ance. The hopes of recovery are very
slicht. For several days he has been de-
lirious. The doctor said his patient was
broken down and worn out by overwork. It
is believed he will never be able to figure
in polities again. .

IMPORTANT DOCUMENT IS MISSING.

Troy Hill Draped in Black by Mourners of
the Dead Priest.

ARRAKGEMENTS FPOR

A bhalo of sadness akin to grief hung like
gossamer over Mont Troy yesterday and
thousands of peonle prompted by reverence
and respect went there humbled and sub-
dued to pay their last tribute to their dead
priest and physician. In the early morn-
ing, while the mourners gathered, the
church bells on the mount rang out in
muffied tones the gtory of their calamity.

The will of the late Father Mollinger hns
not vet been found, and the authorities of
the Catholic Church and the dead man's
friends and former associstes are confused
und uncertain as to how to move in arrang-
ing for the burial or the disposition of
the valuables and wunique estate he
leaves bebind him. The huge
e at the dead man's home
was drilled open at 4 o'clock yesterday
sfternoon. It was generally believed that
the will would be found in the safe, but it
was not there, nor was there anything else
there of wvalue save some deeds and mort-
gages, all of which he was known te
possess. There was no money found in the
vaults as was expected.

The safe was opened by experts from
the Barnes Safe and Lock Company. When
the experts called at the dead man’s home
the undertakers and the attending priests
were arranging the dead body for public in-
spection.

Watching the Experts at Work.

After the body had been placed in the
casket the doors were thrown open to the
crowded streets. The priests, with Attorney
Miller, John Vogel and other intimate
friends of the deceased gathered in Father
Mollinger's private office to wateh with
marked interest the opening of the great
safe. Itrequiredfully a balf hour for the

workman to pierce with his  steel
drill the solid iron doors
of the vault. Whea the

combination was finally touched the doors
yielded easily and Rev. Father Wall, rep-
resenting the Bishop, assumed cbharge of the
safe. Every pnrer o it was removed and
carefully examinea, but the will was not
there. Every drawe: and apartment in the
safe was examined, but to no effect, and to
the disappoiutment of all of those who
had been assembled to witness the
finding and hear the reading of the
missing paper, the hunt was sbandoned

**The father certainly left & will,”” Father
Murphy, of the Holy Ghost College, an-
nounced to the disappointed crowd. ‘‘He
told me but & short time ago that he had
made a will,but he did not in an¥ way indi-
cate to me what disposition he had made ot
his estute or the extent or valne of his
property. His uth! he always looked
upon as the bulk of hix estate, but no one,
unless it be Gregory Meyer, has any infor-
mation on the subject.”

Walllug for Fresident Meyer.

Gregory Meyer is a liquor dealer on Ohio
street, Allecheny. He is President of the
Allegheny Safe Deposit Company snd he
has always been intimate with the late
Father Mollinger. He did much clerical
work for the dead priest and it is generally
believed that be wrote the will and
it is supposed that he was ap-

inted execntor of the estate Mr
Meyzr is now on his way howe from San
Francisco, A tel m was sent to him to
Ciiicago last night notifying him of Father
Mollinger’s death, and asking if he knew
anvthing of a will. No reply was re-
ceived from Mr. Meyer last night, and it
was not known whether or not he bad re-
ceived the message.

Rev. Father Meyer,who has for some time
acted as assistant to the dead priest, is
greatly concerned for the missing will. He
believes that the dead man's plans for the
funeral, where and how he is to be buried,
together with the disposition of bis estate
are embraced in the will.

Preparations for the funeral are going on,
however. The body will be removed this
morping to the Church of the Most Holy
Nume, where it will lie ip state until 9
o'eloek to-morrow morning, when the tune-
ral services will be held. Solemn high
mass will be sung, with Father Wall as
celebrant, with Father Kauflman, of 8.
Peter’s Church, as deacon and Father Langst
as sub-deacon. Father Scwab, of St. Mary's
Church, Sharpsburg, will deliver the fune-
ral sermon, while Father Wall or some
other minister appointed by the Bishop
will preach in English. Father Williams,
of Millvale, will be the master of esre-
monies. Father Dangelzer will chant the
prayer.

Mourning for the Dead FPriest,

Father Mollinger's entire congregation
pathered last night at the decensed’s home
and joined with the aitending clergymen in
fervent prayers for the departed. A large
erowd attended and for fully an hour the de-
voted floeck konelt in and about the house
and fervently and earnestly prayed for rest
and peace for the dead they loved so well,
After the prayers the greal crowd was per-
mittad to pass through the room in which
the tenantless clay of the dead priest liesin
state. Each, as they filed in, knelt in rev-
erence at the casket of their dead teacher
and then turned away into the world that
geemed to them desolate in the absence of
their great healer.

The remaine of the venerable priest and
physician had been placed in the large
parlors to the lett of the main entrance of
the handsome residence. The casket is of
rosewood ornamented with the six hand-
somely earved solid silver handles. It was
first lined with heavy zineaud the outer
lining is of quilted white satin and is said
to have cost $1,000 There = was
no plete or inscription om the casket
lid. At its headand foot on onyx pedestals
stood & rhododendron, the tull blown flow-
ers of which scented tha entire room.
Large bouquets, sent as tokens ot affection
by members of the bereaved congregation,
were scattered about through the room
with graceful taste, lighting the gloom and
seeming to relieve the distress of the sor-
rowing.

SCRAMBLING TOSPEND THE MONEY

Chief Ehlers Moves'to Have All Electric
Wires Under Ground.

P., A. & Y. I8 HUSTLING FOR FRANCHISES

Allegheny Couneils met last night
Chairman Wertheimer, of the Finance Com-
mittee, discovered there would be a surplus
of $200,000 st the end of the year, snd every
Councilman who had & walk to mend,
an alley to pave or n an elestrig light
made a rush to geta slice of the surplus
Before the end of the session they had
agreed on improvements to cost in the
neighborhood of hall'a million dollara

Chief Ehlers, of the Depariment of Pub-
lic Works, sprung his scheme for burving
all wires but those belonging tothe traetion
companies. The ordinance provides that it
is unlawful to ereet poles to carry wires ex-
cept for traction purposes; that all wires
now located above ground for any other
purposes shall be placed under ground
in the manner fixed by the Chief of the
Department of Public Works, and all poles
removed from the streets by October 1, 1805;
that the work of placing the wires under
ground shall be prosecuted speedily, but in
such a manner as. not to interfere with
traffie; that on Octaber 1, 1805, any wires or
poles remaining above ground shall be re-
moved by the Chief of the Department of
Puoblic Works,

Werthelmor Makes & Find,

In Seleot Council the ordinanees for re-
peving Cabinet street was taken up, and in
the discussion that followed Chairman
Wertheimer, of the Finance Committee,
made the ussertion that owing to the in-
crease of water rents aud other items above
the estimates the city would bave s surplus
by November of from $175,000 to $200,000.
This with a 2 mill tax next year would
improve all the streets contemplated ay
the Committes on Public Works e
knew the penéplc wanted new pavements
aod believed Courncils would be indorsed if
they borrowed $200,000 to complete the
work at once. Mr. Henricks foughtagainst
taking the :l;r until the money was in sight.

Then Couneils passed in

East street, Federal street from North

and Main street.  On top of this the ordi-
nanee for the main sewer in the Woods'
Run distriet was passed. This sewer alone
will cost §126,000 and the street improve-
ments will cost §400,000 more. If thisis
paid by direct taxation it will tax a levy of
6 mills to meet the obligations ineurred.
Mr. Lowe also presented from the Com-
mittee on Public Works, the contracts for
the bureaus of the department. Mr. Arthur
Kennedy moved that the contracts be eent
back. He objected to the sand contract.
The Iron City Sund Company and the
Sharpsburg Sand Company bid alike, and
each was given half the contract; the Iron
City Company was an Allegheny concern,
paid taxes there, and all things being equal,
should be given the preference. ﬁn also
understood that the coal contract was not
satislactory. His motion to send back was

passed.

The Exireme Heat Causes s Cessation of
Work in Mills and Glass Facliories—
Beveral Prosirations Beported—A Jary-
man Overcome in Couart.

Yesterday was & scorcher. That is what
everybody will concede. It was the hottest
day this year and many hope it will remain
at the head of the list. A light breeze was
going all day and tempered the heat
slightly. Slowly the mercury climbed
toward the top of the themometer until st
noon it reached 900, Btill old Sol was not
satisfied and went 1° better by £ o’clock in
the afternocon.

Probably the hottest place was on the
Southside, where the themometer registered
95V in the shade. The heat was terrible in
the mills and glass factories, snd the ma-
jority of them closed down for the day. At
Jones & Laughlins’ Brownsville mills all
the men quit work at noon, except the
men in the steel who con-
tinued their work. D. O. Cunning-
bam's bottle fact was disabled b
nearly half of the blowers auming wor
for the day on account of the heat The
South Eighteenth street facto of the
Phillips Glass Compaoy, was idle from 8
to 4 o'clock on account of the men retusing
to go to work. At the Evans chimney
factory there were 13 off in the morning and
7 more in the afternoon, and some the
shops had to be elosed. Oliver Iron
and Steel Company’s men quit work dar-
ing the afternoon on account of the heat.
The puddlers in the A. M. Byers mill only
made a half turn and quit work for the
day. The plate mill continued to run all
day. All hands in the Sligo mills tkult
work on three heats. The usual turn is five
heatn. The same state of affairs prevailed
in all the mills in the two cities.

Garver, a farmer from Coultersville, who
was serving on the jury, was overcome by
the hest in Criminal. Court. He was at-
tended by a physician and was able to be
removed to his home.
